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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art of record 

Goodman U.S. Pat. No. 6,173,271 discloses an advertisement media 106 that includes 

agreement upon air data and time, duration of commercial. 

Takayama Fumio discloses a processor for purchasing time point advertisement 

information. 

However, neither Goodman nor Takayama Fumio singularly or in combination fails to 
anticipate or render obvious the recited feature: 

As per claims 1,10, and 14 " the server system receiving the information, 
processing the information to select at least one media outlet from a plurality of 
available media outlets thereby causing said media buying process to have a reduced 
duration, and creating at least one media advertiseing rate request directed to the at 
least one media outlet; the server system manipulating the processed rate to create a 
media advertising schedule wherein the schedule is presented in a simplified format by 
applying a rating system to the schedule and creating numerical ratings and efficiency 
categories for the schedule".
